prestigious newspapers in the country. Seymour Hersh. t Y 
reporter, went on to win the Pulitzer Prize; David A. FulU 
went about the business of making philanthropy a vehicle fc 
social change. 

From his office at 1956-A Union Street, furnished mostl 
with ovcrstufTcd pillows, Fuller helped the Eldridgc Found; 
lion and the Cambium Fund as well as a number of otht 
foundations distribute about $300,000 last year. 

What sets Fuller apart from his foundation contemporary 
is his understanding of the needs of the lime and his cons< 
qucnl ability to pick timely projects for funding. 

“Fuller is the reason wc’rc here,** says David Obst, princip; 
founder of Dispatch New's, which has since changed its nan* 
to Reporters News Service. “David was one of the few guys i 
the country who understood what wc were doing. He's still oi 
spiritual adviser.** 

Ohst calls Fuller “one of the most important people in th 
Movement today. He is really effective in bringing abot 
change because he understands how institutions can be mod 
Tied to work for the people instead of against them.** 

Just bow differently Fuller operates is evident when some c 
his grants arc compared with those of San Francisco Found: 
lion, which has assets of $25 million and distributed $2.7 
million last year. S.F. Foundation's grants included $75,000 t 
retain the BrunJ-gc Collection of Asian art. S74.3S5 to SPUI 
for community ^gani/.ing. $35,000 to City schools. $26.00 
to the Lafayette Jrinda United Presbyterian Church for a

Fuller’s grants included a Black ithcr community center 
in Oakland (SIOOO). the Pit Riv vl ..idians* effort to regain 
3.5 million acres of Shasta County land (S3000), the National 
Sex and Drug Forum ($500), tenant organizing in the Haight- 
Ashbury ($1500) and the Committee for Homosexual Free¬ 
dom ($500). 

The point of such comparison is not to balance one project 
against another, hut to indicate that more conventional foun¬ 
dations stick to well-established organizations and shy away 
from controversial projects. 

* 4 \Vc wrote to about 100 foundations,* 4 says Kathy Corn- 
blith, of Connections, a group that helps families of people in 
prison. “We didn’t gel one positive response. Finally, we sent 
a proposal to San Francisco Foundation. After about one 
month we got an appointment. It was a totally intimidating 
experience and they didn’t give us any money.* 4 

When Fuller got Connections 4 proposal, his assistant 
checked out the organization and the Eldridgc Foundation 
granted $900. 

Fuller’s commitment to social change brings him to criticize 
the grant to Dispatch News. 

“Our giving them money didn’t really change anything be¬ 
cause the My Lai story would have broken eventually any¬ 
how,* 4 he says. “The Army was playing around with it secretly. 
Congressmen had received letters, things were happening. It 
was successful in b« ing highly publicized. That’s not bad" be¬ 
cause it signifies the sort of thing we’re doing and the kinds 
of areas we work in. When you talk about success in other 
terms, though, one of our real successes was during 1968 and 
*69 in making grants to draft counseling centers.** 

When other foundations were afraid "to put money into this. 
Fuller judged that draft counseling was actually an educational 
activity. “We were vindicated because now the Selective Serv¬ 
ice System is providing draft counseling centers with informa¬ 
tion to give to the kids,* 4 sa>s Fuller, a draft refuser himself. 
“Jn other words, the government has been assisted to do 
what it should have done in the first place.** 

" was when he was setting up draft counseling centers 
J on Northern California college campuses that Fuller met 
i Donald Lldridgc. 42->car-old Peninsula businessman 
who had set up the LIJridge Foundation in 1966 to fund 
projects that other foundations would not. 

Fuller was going to law* school at night and trying to get the 
centers underway by day. 

M J’d go around to wealthy liberal individuals and ask them 
to contribute. About one in three would, usually $25. I was 
getting just about-enough money after a day of tiring appoint¬ 
ments to carry on for another day and the project wasn’t get¬ 
ting done. 1 went on for about three months this way and was 
really.getting frustrated because I could see spending the rest 
of my life raising money to get to some dream and never 
getting there and finally at S5 dying, asking for another $25.** 
Norman Gocrlich. fund raiser for the American Friends, 
suggested that Fuller see Lldridge. 

About three days after Fuller talked to Lldridge, a check 
for $3,000 came in the mail. “I ran around for three weeks 
without cashing it, waving it. showing it to people. From 
Santa Barbara north, we set up draft counseling centers either 
with or^withoijt administration approval.** 

Fuller calls Lldridgc “an enlightened capitalist with a very 
strong social conscience 4 —a good man.** He is by training an 
electrical engineer, nearly unemployable in 1949—“kind of 
like today 4 *—when he graduated from Lehigh University. 
Lldridgc worked for Boeing in Seattle for seven years, where 
he became interested in magnetic tape recording, which led 
him to Ampex in Redwood City. He left there to co-found 
Memorex Corp. lie left Memorex after live years to become 
a private investor and business consultant and a year later* 
became president of International Video (j>rp. # one of the 


firms he was assisti*‘ , J »r»...st August, he dropped i>hc-prcs<dcn 
to become chr in of the JVC f>oard and now does r 
plan to return I Jaify office routine. 

‘I have long icit that people who get something above av< 
age from the world, from the economy, from the system, out 
to feel like paying some of it back,* 4 Eldridgc said during 
interview at his Atherton home. M I think that one of ti 
biggest problems with foundations is that they quickly bccor 
part of the Establishment—which isn’t all bad—but it mca 
that they become very conservative and they’re not going o 
and trying some of the more interesting things that cou 
make our world better and bring about some meaningf 
social change. 44 4 ■ * *? b 

The foundation he had set up before meeting Fuller, b 
had not made much progress w'ith is Eldridgc’s vehicle for ere; 
ing that change. “The social order now has some big holes in 
that don t allow' jt to serve the world community and so it ou<» 
to change to better serve mankind,” he said. “Finding a pcac 
ful. non-violent means of solving problems is a primary go; 

“You can kill a child—that’s very violent—but some of tl 
things that happen to our kids in school can be considcn 
violent in what it docs to them psychologically. Ccrtainl 
what takes place every day in the ghettos is violence—n 
necessarily heatings, but it docs violence to a man’s dienit 
a person s w'cll-hcing. So if you take a broader view of vi 
Icncc, finding a way to live with one another without the net 
for larger amounts of force and coercion would be a maj< 
part of what I feel should happen,” Eldridgc said. 

This was almost exactly what Fuller was thinking whe 
they met. A doctor s son, he had grown up in small towi 
near Bakersfield. He arrived in San Francisco in 1962 aft 
three years at Bakersfield Junior College. “For the first tin 
1 saw a white person walking down the street holding ham 
with a black person.” 

He spent three years at San Francisco State CoIIccc. whci 
he was involved in the Mel’s Drive-In and Shcraton-Falac 
Hotel sit-ins of 1963-4. lie marched from Selma to Mon 
gomcry, Alabama, in 1965 and spent a month observin'* co; 
dilions in the South. Returning to California, he visited fan 
labor camps in the San Joaquin Valley and realized: “Thin: 
were bad here, loo.” 

At the same lime, he was dropping out of school and face 
with the prospect of being drafted"to fight in Vietnam, h 
went through the usual conscientious objector process of tk 
time, appealing adverse decisions until he became a nor 
cooperator and refused induction. 

It was at this time that he began working for the Centr; 
Committee for Conscientious Objcctorsand conceived the idc 
for campus draft centers. 

This was the beginning of his association with Eldridgc 
He dropped out of law school to pursue the draft counsclin 
center project. By Fall 1968, he became, in quick successor 
a part-time consultant to Eldridgc on grants and exccuti\ 
director of the foundation. He now operates an indcpendei 
firm. Fuller and Associates, which contracts to provide cor 
Miltativc and/or directional services for the Eldridgc Found 
lion and the Cambium Fund, an $80,000 annual gfft to did 
Methodist Church. The rest of the money he deals wit 
comes from other foundations for specific projects. 

For a non-profit law firm that’s being started in the Cit\ 
Fuller hustled $45,000 from five foundations and now is seel 
ing $900,04)0 more from the Ford Foundation.

nc goal of the firm, which will include senior attoi 
1 ncys from several legal foundations funded now h 
f the U.S. Ollicc of Kconnniic Opportunity, will b 
to compel the courts to award fees to lawyers lik 
themselves who win class action suits. Thus the firm coul 
adord to undertake the sort of litigation the San Francisc 
Neighborhood Legal Assistance Foundation and the Californi 
• * (Continual on page •/» 
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Rural Legal Assistance Foundation 
have, but without being subjected to 
veto by Gov. Ronald Reagan or Presi¬ 
dent Richard Nixon when their efforts 
irritate established interests. 

Fuller’s money is increasing as he be¬ 
comes better known and works with 
other active foundations like the Stern 
Family Fund in Washington, D. C. f and 
Sunflower and Sheinbaum foundations 
in Santa Barbara. He hopes to handle 
up to $500,000 this year, though the 
Eldridgc Foundation appears to have 
reached an annual plateau of about 
$ 100 , 000 . 

The first nine months of last year, the 
Eldridgc Foundation made 51 grants 
totaling over $72,000. Joan Baez* Insti¬ 
tute for the Study of Non-Violence got 
the largest single grant — $7200. The 
Telegraph Hill Neighborhood Associa¬ 
tion, Stanford Peace Caravan and Yolo 
County Coalition Against Hunger were 
others that received funds. 

Cambium Fund grants last year in¬ 
cluded $1000 to the Mime Troupe, $500 
to Architects and Planners Against the 
War and $500 to the Committee of Re¬ 
turned Volunteers to produce a photo 
display of Cuba as seen by members of 
the Vcncercmos Brigade. 

What appears to be happening is that 
Fuller’s function is presently changing 
from director-consultant to broker. As 
the projects he funds succeed, other 
foundations arc willing to take on sim¬ 
ilar projects; they turn to him for advice 
because he has practical experience in 
that area. 

And as word gets out among people 
with projects that here is a hip. young 
man w ith new concern for social chance, 
he has an increasing flow' of good proj¬ 
ects from w hich to choose. 

Another factor is that neither he nor 
Eldridgc have been afraid of a fight with 
the Internal Revenue Service. The Eld¬ 
ridgc Foundation will fund projects 
whether or not the groups involved have 
letters- from the IRS guaranteeing their 
non-profit status—letters which lake at 
least a year to obtain and have offered 
an insurmountable obstacle to many 
community Organizations seeking funds. 

“It’s our responsibility to determine 
within our charter and by the general 
guidelines set down by Congress and 
the Internal Revenue’Service, what in 
fact is a charitable activity. IPs not the 
Internal Revenue Service’s job to do 
that; it*s my job and the (Eldridgc) fam¬ 
ily’s job to do that.” Fuller says. 

Another area where this practice dif¬ 
fers from that of other foundations is 
in keeping his records piivatc. “Other 
foundations in the City have let the IRS 
come in and have complete access to 
*' v* -Vs ' C Y’ *tr v 


their files. But it’s none.of Internal Rev¬ 
enue Service’s business what* persofi; 
note 1 make about your life when 
consider recommending a grant — no 
matter what information I use for my 
determination. As long as the grants arc 
legal, they have no right to question 
.them,” Fuller says. 

So far, the IRS has left him alone. 
Which may not be too surprising since 
Patman reports that the IRS has been 
“a singularly ineffectual watchdog*’ of 
the 30,262 private U.S. foundations. 
“For instance, despite the multitude of 
computers and data-rclrieval systems 
with which it watches the individual tax¬ 
payers. the Internal Revenue Service 
cannot tell Congress the assets and in¬ 
come of all the foundations it is sup¬ 
posed to supervise,” Patman said in 
1969. 

One example of hidden assets Patman 
cited was the James Irvine Foundation 
of San Francisco which “owns 53 per 
cent of the Irvine Co., which in turn 
ow ns 88,000 acres in suburban Los An¬ 
geles. almost one-fifth the land area of 
Orange County. The laud is reportedly 
valued at $1 billion—but the foundation 
carries the Irvine Co. su»:k at $2.” 

In the Bay Area, 42 of the most active, 
foundations—there arc s»mc 12,000 in 
the state—have assets of more than 
$200 million and last year gave away a 
little more than $13 million. Fuller’s 
practice with the Eldridgc Foundation 
is to give away all the money every 
year, a practice as unconventional as 
his others. 

The reluctance of foundations to give 
away their money d^J not go unnoticed 
when Congress passed the Tax Reform 
Act of 1969. By 1975. every foundation 
will have to pay out annually an amount 
equal to six per cent of the market value 
of its assets. There is also provision for 
much more accurate reporting of assets 
and activities. 

Fuller predicts that foundations 
around the country, particularly the 
ones with a genuine philanthropic in¬ 
tent, are going to undergo the same kind 
of changes that have already hit other 
institutions. 

“The 500 foundations that we can 
call active in a real sense arc going to 
be more and more willing to take what 
they now perceive to be risks but what 
they will soon begin to perceive to be 
the very intelligent task of making so¬ 
cially conscious decisions about where 
their money should go.” he says. “Com¬ 
munities arc going to force it; young 
people arc*going to force it. If they want 
bright young people to handle their 
bread, they aren’t going to gel bright 
young people who aren’t concerned 
about social conditions.** 

Using the draft counseling centers as 
an example, lie illustrated how his own. 
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1968. “We’re no longer making grant 
for counseling ‘young men in civiliai 
life,’’ he says. “Churches arc bccominj 
involved, universities • have counseling 
centers, so we no longer make grant 
for that unless it’s a special ease liki 
one to provide draft counseling for Chi 
canos near Ventura.” 

Now he’s into military counseling 
Last year’s grants included $2000 t< 
the Pacific Counseling Service, whicl 
has offices in Oakland, Seattle, San Di 
ego, Los Angeles and Okinawa-to hclj 
GIs obtain information about conscien 
tious objection as well as their rights t< 
discharge on other grounds. 

“So now w'c’rc into that field—am 
that’s risky again. We believe that it’s j 
charitable activity, clearly educational 
But the IRS could say no and we’d hav 
to go to court to fight it.” 

In working with community organi 
zers and similar groups Fuller insists oi 
three things before he will rccommcn 
funding them. “First, the project mu5 
be oriented toward bringing about res 
changes in social conditions—I’m nc 
interested in leaving things the way the 
arc now. Second, they must be nor 
violent or at least willing to give nor 
violent techniques a try. Finally, I mak 
sure that the project is the very best on 
available—the movement for social jus 
lice can’t afford to waste its time c 
money on ineffective projects,” he sayt 

“We fu>! risky projects because w 
are convinced that conditions requir 
tisks be taken. Our only alternative t 
helping bring about a non-violent revc 
lution is to witness and probably die i 
a violent one—and violent ones don 
even really change things.” 

Fuller builds change even into hi 
own office. When there was wor 
enough for two last year, he hired Jc 
anne Silvcrsiein, 24, a graduate in ps> 
chology and »»ne of the organizers of th 
Haight-Ashbury Switchboard. She gre^ 
up in Falls Church. Virginia, where he 
father works for the Pentagon. 

“She’s got a whole different point c 
view from me,” Fuller says. “And no> 
w'c’vc added still another point of vic^ 
by taking on an 18-year-old intern- 
Montc Stern, whose family is conneclc 
w'ith the Stern Fund in Washingtor 
D.C.” 

It’s ideas like that which will kcc 
Fuller from becoming what lie fear 
most: “A 60-year-old foundation excci 
tivc w'ithout any understanding of what 
relevant to youth.” □

On December 29 , 1971, a Federal Grand Jury, Los Angeles, 
California, returned a fifteen count indictment charging Daniel 
Ellsberg with five counts and Anthony J. Russo with one count 
of violation of the Theft of Government Property statute. 

Title 18, Section 64l, United States Code; charging Ellsberg with 
six counts and Russo with two counts of violation of the 
Espionage statute. Title 18, Section 793, United States Code; 
and charging Ellsberg and Russo with one count of Conspiracy 
to Violate the Theft of Government Property statute. Title 18, 
Section 371, United States Code. Lynda Rae Sinay and 
Vu Van Thaifyere named as unindicted co-conspirators. Bench 
vmrrants fdt* Ellsberg and Russo were issued on 
December 29, 1971, by Federal District Court Judge E. Avery 
Crary in Los Angeles. On December 30, 1971, Russo surrendered 
to the United States Marshal, Los Angeles, and was released on 
$3,000 Personal Recognizance Bond. Attorneys for Ellsberg 
agreed that Ellsberg would surrender on January 4, 1972, 
at which time he would appear along with Russo before 
Federal District Court Judge William Matthew Byrne in Los 
Angeles for arraignment and plea. 

On January 4, 1972, Ellsberg and Russo appeared before 
Judge Byrne in United States District Court, Los Angeles. 

Ellsberg personally entered a plea of not guilty to all counts 
and at the request of Russo’s attorney the Court entered a plea 
of not guilty for Russo.
